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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The indefiniteness rejection of claims 1 1, 23 has been 
withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants response filed on 1/31/06 has been 
fully considered and entered into the application. 

Applicants argue that there is no motivation to combine the Strobel and Govindan methods. Examiner has addressed the response in the 
final office action mailed on 10/31/05, which is incorporated by reference in its entirety. Applicants arguments regarding Strobel reference 
does not teach Lysine in the label portion of the conjugate has been considered. However, applicants argue that Strobel speculates the 
Lysine on the protein moiety to which the label is attached as the likely site for attaching glycoconjugates. Thus, the reference clearly 
suggests the reasons for having lysine in the attachment site of glycoconjugates. And further applicants arguments in view of the figures in 
page 8 of response are not persuasive, since the instant claims do not recite the specific structure as in applicants arguments. Thus for 
the reasons of record the rejections have been maintained..
